Julius Ehlinger, \, ell-Known on 
South Side, Admits Charges 
of His Spouse. 


Julius Ehlinger of 2911 South Broad- 
way, formerly manager of the South 
Side Hotel at 2923 South - roadway, was 


arrested Friday at the instance of his 
wife, Mrs. Mary McGovern Ehlinger, of 
New York. Miss Marie Zink, who has 
been known in South Side circles for 
the past eight years as Mrs. Ehlinger, 
was arrested with him. At police head- 
quarters they admitted that they were 
not married. They took their 4-yecr-old 
daughter, Anna, with them to head- 
quarters. Another child, Jules, 6 years 
old, is at the Children’s Hospital. 

When Mrs. Ehlinger went to head- 
quarters to confront Ehlinger she took 
along her 8-year-old son, Paul, who was 
only 6 months old when Ehlinger left 
New York. Ehlinger watched his son 
narrowly out of the corner of his eye, 
but did not speak to him. 

Partner Killed Himeelf, 

Ehlinger came here before the World’s 
Fair. He and Charles Ruhlman bought 
an interest in the South Side Hotel, 
which had been built by the Busch 
interests, and conducted it several years. 
More than a year ago Ruhiman killed 
himself by jumping in the river. Shortly 
after that the hotel was closed. 

Seven weeks ago Mrs. Ehlinger came 
from New York, She sued Ehlinger in 
the Circuit Court for separate main- 
tenance. Judge Muench ruled that she 
could not maintain the action here, on 
account of her nonresidence, but entered 
an order requiring Ehlinger to pay her 
$ a month for the boy. The fact that 
there was another “Mrs. Ehlinger’’ did 
not develop at that hearing.

COMPROMISE BILL 
WITH. J. WADE 


United Railways Director Speaks 
for Measure After Attack 
on It. 








BAUMHOFF IN AUDIENCE 


Former City Coounselor Makes 
Analysis as Best Argument 
Against Bill. 


Four hundred members of the City 


Club, at the weekly luncheon Friday, 
i } 


heard a spirited debate on the proposed 
mill tax compromise with the United 


Railways, led by William F. Woerner, 
an opponent of the measure, while Fes- 
tus J. Wade waited to reply to him. 

Woerner told amid applause of the 
litigation which had established the va- 
lidity of the tax, and declared that the 
city could collect every cent due it. 
He said that to compromise it would 
destroy public faith in the law, since the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
had upheld it. 

George W. Baumhoff, manager és the 
St. Loufs Transit Co. before it became 
the United Railways, was in ‘the hall, 
and it was said that he intended to 
bring out some new and striking points 
against the bill. 

Woerner, who as Assistant City Coun- 
selor framed the mill tax ordinance and 
defended it in all the litigation, includ- 
ing that before the Supreme Court, 
spoke in its favor, and smilingly pointed 
out errors in a morning newspaper re- 
port of a speech by Festus J. Wade, in 
which Woerner was accused of misstate- 
ments. Then he took up the question of 
the validity of the mill tax ordinance. 

Analysis Best Argument. 

Woerner said he had no charge of 
bad faith to bring against the joint 
assembly committee which recom- 
mended the compromise. Members 
did the best they could, he said. But 
he pointed out that the best argu- 
ment against the compromise’ bill 
was an analysis of its terms. 

Then, going over the ground cov- 
ered in his recent interview in the 
Post-Dispatch, he told how the 
United States Supreme Court had de- 
cided the validity of the tax on all 
points, and how Circuit Judges Wil- 
liams and Homer had said that every 
objection rais€d= by the monopoly's 
lawyers had been. passed on un- 
favorably to them. 

Woerner estimated the loss to the city 
under the compromise at $15,243,188. He 
reminded the listeners, however, that 
City Auditor Hodges had estimated it 
at more than $20,000,000, and George W. 
Baumhoff at more than $17,000,000. 

“But to compromise the claim would 
mean much more than the financial 
loss,’ Woerner declared. ‘The people 
are fully convinced of the legality and 
justice of the mill tax; to relinquish it 
would do incalculable harm, because it 
would create a distrust of the law and 
destroy public faith in it.’ 

Woerner added that in his mind there 
Was no question that the tax could be 
collected, and that the United Rail- 
ways would not be forced thereby into 
bankruptcy. If the monopoly is actu- 
ally tottering, he said, the fault lies not 
with the mill tax, but with its ever- 
capitalization. 

Derides Threat, 

This has been placed at three times 
the value of the corporation's actual 
holdings, but were it only twice as much, 
or only one-third as much again, Woern- 
er said, the stockholders could make 
handsome profits, were the water 
squeezed out and the road put on a fair 
and businesslike basis. 

Deriding the threat that the company 
would cease running cars, Woerner said 
this would be an impossibility in a city 
of 700,000 persons. If United Railways 
could not operate the system, others 
would. be eager to do it, and would 
have to pay the mill tax. 

Woerner was repeatedly interrupted by 


applause.

Harry B. Gardner, insurance promoter, 
who recently appeared in court:to sup- 
port his son, Leo Gardner, who was con- 
victed of manslaughter, declared Fri- 
day morning, in a speech befere a jury 
in Judge Grimm's division of the Circuit 
Court, that he was a bankrupt. 

Gardner had been summoned: as a wit- 
ness, as he thought, in a law suit 
brought by Harry Palmer and P. J. 
Hughes against Allan Hamilton to force 
payment on a note for $200 made in 
1908, 

He was informed by Alfred C. Wil- 
son that he was a defendant in the 
suit as well as Hamilton. Gardner 
Stated that he would act as his own 
attorney until he could obtain coun- 
sel. He then made a speech to the 
jury stating his side of the case. 

In his speech of about three minutes 
he said: “I gave the note to Hamilton 
in consideration for some stock in the 
Empire Townsite and Land Co. and I 
am now bankrupt.”’ 

Hamiulton’s defense had been that the 
note had been given to him by Gardner 
without consideration. He had never 
got the stock for which he gave the 
note, he set forth. 

Gardner did not say in his Speech to 
the jury whether he had ever given the 
Stock to Hamilton and did not under- 
stand how the note had ever come in 
possession of Hughes and Palmer. 

The case had been set for trial Thurs- 
day morning, but Gardner did not ap- 
pear and a summons was to have been 
issued for him Friday morning, but, in- 
stead, Chief Deputy J. Becker called 
him up at his home and told him he 
had better come down to the court- 
room.

er part of last season and he spent the 
tyme traveling about the country in 
search of promising ball players. 
After a winter trip to Panama and 
Cuba, Robison came to St, Louis Thurs- 
day, last week. He visited League Park 
to watch the players at practice but be- 
came ill while there and did not remain 
to see the men in action. Though he 
said that his health was greatly im- 
proved he complained that he could not 
sleep and that the sudden climatic 
changes in St. Louis in the early spring 
season did not agree with him. While 
here he gave out an interview in which 
he said he believed the Cardinals would 
finish in the first division and possibly 
win the pennant. 

When Roger Bresnahan, manager of 
the Cardinals, received! the news of 
Robison’s death by long distance tele- 
phone, he was greatly shocked and de- 
pressed. Robison recently said that he 
considered Bresnahan the greatest of 
baseball managers and had turned over 
to Bresnahan practically complete con- 
trol of the club. Owner and manager 
greatly admired each other and their 
relations had always been most friendly. 

Quiet and Soft-Spoken, 

Robison was a quiet, soft-spoken, un- 
demonstrative man, who was not even 
known by sight to thousands of the 
‘fans who went to League Park. 

With one or two close friends he us- 
ually sat in the last row of the grand- 
stand back of third base. He never 
rooted noisily for his team or gave 
instructions to his players, but took a 
keen interest in évery game and was 
delighted when his team won a close 
contest. 

More for the love of the sport than 
for gain the Robison brothers entered 
the baseball field in 1885, when they 
purchased the franchise of the Detroit 
club in the National League. At the 
end of their first season of ownership 
the Brotherhood movement broke up the 
Detroit team and they bought the Cleve- 
land National League franchise. 


Robisons Brought .the. Cleveland 
Club Here, 

' M,. Stanley Robison first became iden- 
tified with baseball in St. Louis in 1899. 
He and his -brother, Frank de Haas 
Robison, owners of the National League 
Baseball Club at Cleveland, transferred 
their club and tranchise to St. Louis. 
The two brothers continued to own and 
operate the club until 1908, when Frank 
de Hass Robison died in Cléveland. 
Since then Stanley Robison had been the 
sole owner of the club. 

The Robisons bought the Cleveland 
club in 1889, and developed one of the 
greatest teams that ever played in the 





ational League. Their Cleveland team 


included such great stars as Zimmer, 
Criger, Jack O’Connor, Nig Cuppy, Cy 
Young, Jack Powell, Wilson, Frazier, 
Childs, Tebeau, Bobby Wallace, now 
manager of the Browns; MeKean, 
Blake, Burkett, Heidrick and McAleer. 
, The Rodbisons brought most of these 
Players with them to St. Louis, but 
many of them went to the American 
League when it was organized, almost 
wrecking the National League club. 

In 1895 and 189 the Cleveland club 
Played Baltimore for the Temple cup. 
In 189% the Robison team won four out 
of five games from the Orioles, but the 
next year lost four straight games. 

In the fall of 1908 Robison bought the 
release of Roger Bresnahan from New 
York to manage the Cardinals. In 1900 
he bought the release of John J. Mc- 
Graw from the Baltimore team and 
made him manager of the Cardinals, 
tut McGraw did not develop the ability 
as manager that he has since shown 
as the director of the New York Na- 
tional League club. 

Tebeau Praises Robison. 

Oliver P. (Pat) Tebeau, for ten years 
manager of the Detroit and Cardinal 
teams for the Robisons, expressed grief 
when he heard of Robison’s death. He, 
like most of the men who worked for 
Robison, was devoted to him. Tebeau 
was with the Detroit team in 1888 when 
the Robison brothers and five partners 
bought it and went into the National 
League, and remained with the team 
when the Robisons bought out their 
partners in 1902. In the year prior to 
that Tebeau had been manager. He 
came to St. Louis with the Robisons, 
and remained with them two years, until 
1901. 

“Stanley Robison treated his men like 
friends,’’ Tebeau said, ‘‘not like em- 
ployes. Many’s the time he took us all 
out to his house and had us eat dinner 
there like members of the family. _I 
don’t bélieve he ever had a man who 
wouldn’t do anything in the world for 
him.”

‘Capital of Sonora Breathes More 
Freely After Mining Camp 
Battle. 


44 KILLED IN- BATTLE 


La Colorado, Seat of Illinois 
Steel Co. Interests, Scene 
of Combat. 


AGUA PRIETA, Mexico, March 24.— 
Hermosillo, capital of the State of So- 
nora, breathed more freely today be- 
cause of the defeat of 500 rebels yester- 
day at La Colorado, a mining camp. 

The Government report places the 
rebel dead at 36 and the Federal dead at 
eight. The combat lasted all day yes- 
terday., 

The rebels concentrated from the 
south, evidently planning a junction with 
Juan Cabral’s band of 28 marching 
from Carbo. 

A Federal force commanded by Luis 
Medino Barron, chief of the rurales in 
Sonora, with four under officers and 340 
men, left Hermosillo for the south te 
retake the town. Many of the 3000 resi- 
dents are Americans. 


Fighting Around Town. 
La Colotado is 30 miles southeast of 


Hermosilio. The Federals arrived in 
thé morning. The country about is flat, 
and as the attack was made in the open, 
there s60n was spirited fighting all 
around the town and iater in the streets. 
After nine hours of fighting, the rebels 
withdrew, leaving the town in the 
hands of the Fedetals. 

Baron, who led the Federal’s attack, 
hes been active in Yaqui campa‘gns. 
The rebel leader was Jesus Rivera, a 
very young man, owner of the well- 
known Duranzilla rancho, and a mem- 
ber of a wealthy family of Hermosillo. 

Before the rebels took the town sev- 
eral days ago they stopped a train and 
placed in a mail pouch a letter ad- 
dressed to Presidente (Mayor) Bernal, 
demanding the surrender of the town. 
This was done in order to avoid sendir 7

The hotel, a two-story frame, adjoineg 
on the west, at 68 St. Clair avenue. 
George Nichols, a former Alderman and 
proprietor of the place, was in it with 
nine “or ten servants. They escaped 
while the stable was burning, but saved 
no furniture. The total loss there was 
estimated at $6500. 

Tony Popoloski, a fireman in engine 
company No. 2, was hurt in running to 
the fire. A finger of his right hand 
caught in the machinery of the engine 
and was torn off. tne climbed down 
from the engine and went back to have 
the injury dressed, while the others 
continued the run. 

The Guyton and Harrington stables 
adjoining the American stable on the 
vest contained 200 mules when the fire 
broke out. All of them were taken out 
without being hurt, and the stable was 
saved. 

The American stable is 100 feet long 
and 40 feet wide. The fire spread 60 
rapidly that the hostlers could not get

Alienist From University of 


Rome Will Examine’ His 
Mental Condition.

By Associated Press. 
VITERBO, Italy, March 24.—This was 


the day set for the interrogation of 
Gennaro Abbatemaggio, the Camorrist 
infofmer, about whose oonfession the 
state has built up the evidence on which 
it is hoped to rid the country of the 
criminal organization that for years has 


exacted tribute from rich and poor, rob- 
bing and murdering with practical im- 
munity. | 

Great crowds gathered early in the 
vicinity of the Court of Assizes and 
when the session opened the room was 
packed to its oapacity. 

The defense, so far as Abbatemaggio 
is concerned, will be that the man is 
insane, a theory strengthened by his 
desperate boldness. Prof. Ottolenghi, an 
alienist from the University of Rome, 
has been retained to examine the in- 
former. President Bianchi opened the 
proceedings with the examination of 
Gennaro Ibelli, following this with the 
questioning of Luigi Arena. : 

Is Head of a Branch. 

Ibelli is asserted to be the head of 
that branch of the Camorra which 
operates in the Vesuvian villages. He 
was one of the party that dined with 
Enrico Alfano on the night that Gen- 
naro Cuoccolo and his wife were mur- 
dered. He was arrested soon afterwards 
but released on the false ‘representation 
of the priest, Ciro Vitozzi. According 
to Abbatemaggio, one of the offenses 
of Cuoocolo was his defiance of Ibelli, 
who is charged with having been one 
of those who instigated the murders. 

Asked for Death. 

Luigi Arena was then called. Arena 
is the man who is charged with having 
called on his brother Camorrists to 
kill Cuoccolo in revenge for his own be- 
trayal. Abbatemaggio says that Cuoc- 
celo demanded a portion of the spoils 
of a robbery committed by Arena and 
a few companions. This was refused, 
whereupon Cuoccolo denounced the rob- 
bers to the police and they were im- 
prisoned. From his cell Arena sent a 
postal card to one of the leaders ask- 
ing for Cuoccolo’s death as a traitor to 
the Camorra. 

The carabineers say they found this 
post card and also Cuoccoljo’s ring, 
which was to have Been sent to Arena 
in proof that vengeance had been dene. 


Has Nothing to Lose. 
Abbatemaggio is fast becoming the 


most conspicuous figure in the trial. He 
has been openly threatened with death 
so many times that he appears to have 
nothing to Jose now whether he holds 
to his confession or repudiates it. 

Hig very indifference, however, is be- 
ing used to bolster up the claim that 
he is mentally irresponsible and has 
imagined the story which he tells. 
Should this defense be established it 
would be of great importance to. the 
prisoners and its effect ultimately on 
the case cannot be safély predicted. 
However, the state claims to have gath- 
ered sufficient evidence to prove ° the 
truth of the man’s assertions, even 
should his testimony be declared incom- 
petent. 

Abbatemaggio was trapped into his 
revelations by the police spy, Marshal 
Capodzzuti of the Legion of Carabineers 
in Naples. The latter gave the inform- 
er money with which to be married and 
te set himself up in business in return 
for information which the Marsha) said 
he wished to get in order to use it as 
a means of obtaining membership in 
the Camorra. 

Became Police Spy. 

When’ Abbatemaggio learned that he 
had been tricked he made the best of 
i: by becoming a police spy. The de- 
fense asserts that the informer has 
never been right mentally; that as an 
infant he was subject to fits and that 
from his youth up he has been a vicious 
person. They describe him as having 
been an incorrigible child who was in 
the habit of striking his mother, an of- 
fense which, they point out, should 
make him an oebject of contempt and 
suspicion.

AX ZACH ordinarily is not dis- 
posed to let his Symphony Or- 
chestra play second fiddle to any 

other meledic force on this terrestrial 
ball, Dut he did precisely this thing 
Thursday evening at the Odeon and 
seemed to relish the astonishing con- 
cession with the keenest delight. 

This was because the Odeon stage was 
stormed by a gloriously youthful army 
of singing girls and boys from the Sol- 
dan and Yeatman High Schools, who 
couldn’t have sung half as well as they 
did without the Symphony accompani- 
ment and Mr. Zach’s conductorship. So. 
smiling that grimly disciplined smile of 
his, Mr. Zach surrendered to young 
blood and gave his very best service 
to the all-conquering host, his eagle face 
fairly shining with the joy of thus 
doing. 

» It was a very beautiful picture, this 
Odeon scene of the “charge of the light 
brigade’”’ against the massed musical 
array of the 70 Symphony instrumen- 
talists, and the gallant 600—in reality 
something like half that number, how- 
ever—did themselves proud in the har- 
monic onset. Was there a man afraid? 

No, sir—nor yet a boy nor a girl, and 
no one had blundered as in the case of 
Tennyson's immortal poem, wherefore it 
was a famous victory, as little Peterkin 
was told in another immortal poem, and 
no one who was fortunate enough to be 
there can ever forget it.

GRADUAL EDUCATION IN LAW. 

The cost of feeding a family in St. Louis since 
1906 has not. been greater than in other cities, 
but the basis has been one of extortion in such 
common necessaries as beef and bacon. 

The extortion remains in force at present when 
the United States District Court in Chicago de- 
‘eides that immunity, granted for past offenses 
in 1906, could not extend forward so that Chi- 
cago packers “might continue indefinitely in their 
“ynlawful undertaking.” The immunity granted 
under Roosevelt policies was intended to promote 
moral education, rather than new offenses. 

This is certainly logical and luminous. The un- 
“lawful undertaking in question was a combina- 
“tion to impose the extortionate prices which since 
"1906 have cut down the meat supply of all fami- 
lies of average income. After being forgiven for 
~this in 1906, with immunity for everything be- 
fore that date, those who are engaged in this 
unlawful undertaking” are now taught that they 
fwere not really forgiven in advance for every- 
thing they have been doing since or expect to do 
‘hereafter in violation of law. Thus from year to 
year, they are being gradually educated in the 
meaning of law. They have not yet learned 
inough of its formidable majesty to diminish the 
vidends they draw from violating it. But this,

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THE PEAR OF CONGRESS. 

That there should be dislike and fear of the 
extra session of Congress, now close at hand, is 
snot strange, but that feeling is not proof that the 
extra session is likely to be injurious to the 
people at large. Some merchants and many man- 
ufacturers live in perpetual fear of Congress. It 
ia their nightmare, and never s6 much so as when 
it appears to be most responsive to public opinion. 
Inability to look at the economic world from the 
point of view of the consumer is, too often, the 
business man’s chief limitation. He alarms him- 
self with the belief that the consumer wants to 
abolish all profits, whereas that much-suffering 
individual is really a disciple of the philosophy of 
live and let live. More than that, he has never 
asked, even in the midst of the world’s greatest 
revolutions. 

Granting that an extra session of Congress is a 
disturbing factor, particularly when that Con- 
gress has designs upon the tariff, there is no es- 
caping the fact that this is a world of change. 
Processes of readjustment must go on till society 
is satisfied, or at least until it is better satisfied 
than it is now. A frank acceptance of the great 
truth that the tariff is not a sacred thing would 
save business men many heartaches. Protection 
is not a vested right. It is a favor, a privilege 
which may be withdrawn at the option of the tax- 
ing power. The first consideration of every mod- 
ern government is revenue, without which it can- 
not exist or perform its legitimate fitnctions. Tar- 
iff for revenue only, with such incidental protec- 
tion as is inevitable under that system of taxation, 
has become the policy of millions of American 
voters. ‘They have lost faith in the theory that 
the protected interests “divide up” with con- 
sumer and producer.

FPAMILY OR INDIVIDUAL? 

Parisians are discussing Paul Bourget’s latest 
play, “The Speaker,” the lesson of which is that 
the family, not the individual, is the basis of 
_ society and that, as Bourget expresses it, “the 
idea of placing the individual higher than the 
family is a revolutionary modern tendency like- 
ly to lead to ruin.” | 

In the play, a prime minister, who is the Speaker 
of his party, is called upon in the exercise of 
his duty to carry out the ideal of that party, 
which ignores family considerations, protects 
the individual by prohibiting inheritances, placing 
marriage on the basis of a mere mutual agreement, 
and abrogating all claims by children against 
parents or vice versa. But the facts of life are 
too much for the prime minister. When his own 
son becomes a criminal, whom he is called upon to 
prosecute, family considerations get the better 
of him and he resigns office rather than carry out 
his theories. 

The play.is typical of the age. The family is 
being torn between two opposing forces. One is 
represented by the effort to enlarge divorce, to 
make the woman independent of the man, to pen- 
sion mothers, and to place the state in loco paren-

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THE “CINCH” BILL. 

The passage of the “cinch” bill would end the 
prospect of securing better street car service 
through the only proved means by which better 
street car.service may be secured—adequate regu- 
lation. The Public Service Commission, which 
has been working many months en street railway 
problems, would become a cipher. The Cooper 
act, obtained by painful effort and made effec- 
tive after much patient waiting, would be nulli- 
fied. The affirming decision of the Supreme Court 
would become an academic treatise. The progress 
of 10 years would be stayed and set at naught. 

Reading the “cinch” bill in connection with the 
events that preceded its introduction we find that 
the killing of the city’s power to regulate street 
railway rates and service is an integral part of 
the whole carefully studied and sneakingly word- 
ed scheme to rob the city. The street railway 
plunderbund fears this power of regulation. It 
seeks a way to stiffe authority which may veto 
its plans. 

It knows what is common knowledge now, that 
the power to regulate is comprehensive; that the 
Public Service Commission need not and will not 
consider inflated values and watered stocks in de- 
termining the investment value of public utility 
corporations. It knows what is common knowl- 
edge now, that its system can be reproduced for 
one-third the amount of its colossal capitalization. 
It knows what is common knowledge now, that the 
first report of the Public Service Commission will 
squeeze millions out of its capitalization. 

Regulation is the order of the day. It is the rea- 
sonable and practicable means to justice between 
the servers and the served. It has been applied 
often enough and long enough to have had its ef- 
ficiency demonstrated. It has been proved that 
in the matter of public utilities monopoly under 
adequate regulation is the solution of the whole 
problem of public service. It is the exact antithe- 
sis of unrestrained monopoly which has been the 
curse of the cities and the curse of St. Louis. 

But in the face of all positive demonstrations 
the “cinch” conspirators have the effrontery to 
bring forward a scheme to prevent restraint and 
regulation. Not only do they want to maintain 
intact the structure built on the foundation of past 
crimes, but they want no interference with simi- 
lar deals in future. Not only do they work to 
prevent any water from being let out, they want 
to open the spigot and let new water in. 

It is an economic truism that overcapitalization 
and good sérvice are interdependent. The greater 
the overcapitalization the worse the service. In 
this city the former has acted on the latter with 
results unprecedentedly disastrous. But the argu- 
ment of the franchise grabber is to reverse the 
workings of this law. Stabilize what capital we 
have, they say, and give us more capital; then you 
will have better service. : 

To mention lower fares is to go outside the rec- 
ord and the possibilities. But fares may be reg- 
ulated by the Public Service Commission. Shall 
St. Louis surrender this right for 37 years? In 
little more than half that time just passed we 
have seen urban transportation twice revolution- 
ized. Inventive genius is still at work. Is St. 
Louis, for na consideration that exceeds the ordi- 
nafy obligations imposéd by law and decency on a 
public service corporation, to deprive itself of all 
chance to secure the benefits and economies that 
37 years may hold? 7 

The Post-Dispatch has no idea the people of 
St. Louis are going to submit to such an outrage. 
It has no idea that in the light of present-day 
knowledge a proposal of such insolence will suc- 
ceed. It has an idea that even the plastic dupes 
of the daring manipulators will come to their 
senses.

Yet it is to other powers 
that we have to look for practical progress in the 
development of the air warship and in the pro- 
duction of a modernized ordinance adapted to the 
new demands of a warfare in which attack from

against ths new fighting machines of the air, we 
are the last to profit by the lesson. \

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Legal Points, No. 1. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Many of the proponents of Council bill No. 
467, known as the United Railways compromise 
bill, areof the impression, and especially a great 
many of our good citizens, are likewise laboring 
under the belief that the $500,000 bond offered 
by the company to the city of St. Louis as a 
Suarantee of faithful performance, will cover of 
include the $1,000,000 proposed to be paid by said 
railway company, in full settlement, for the ap- 
proximate $1,500,000 now due to the city, pursuant 
to the provisions of Ordinance 21,087, approved 
March 28, 1903, the validity of which mill tax 
therein imposed has been fully sustained, as a 
license tax, by full opinion of the Supreme Oourt 
of the United States. I desire to direct yours and 
the public’s attention to Section 8, being the first 
two paragraphs thereof, set out on page 12 of 
said bill, where the following ingenious provisions 
appertaining to the payment of such mill tax com- 
promise and the payment of the compensation 
provided in Section 8 of such bill, reading: 

“The payment of said sum of one million dollars 
($1,000,000.00) shall be secured to the city “by an 
obligation in writing, executed by said United 
Railways Co. and surety or sureties, to be ap- 
proved by the Mayor and Council.” * * * 

But when this quoted paragraph is compared 
with the next following paragraph, commencing 
at line 12, page 13, the following provision for 
such $600,000 bond reads: 

“And the payment of sald compensation provid- 
ed by said Section 8 of this ordinance, and the 
performance of the terms of this ordinance and 
of any of the ordinances granting rights, privileges 
and franchises heretofore acquired and now owned, 
controlled or operated by said United Railways 
Co. shall be secured to the city by a bond in the 
penal sum of $500,000, with surety or sureties to 
be approved by the Mayor and Council.” * * *% 

These two distinot obligations are referred to as 
“the said obligation in writing and the gaid bond,” 
in lines 44 and 47 of page 138, as well as on lines 
56 and 57 of page 14 of such bill, so thet it is 
contemplated in such section to secure the com- 
promise of the $1,000,000 obligation, to be pay- 
abie to the city in 98 monthly payments, without 
interest, by merely giving “an obligation in writ- 
ing” in full satisfaction of a past due or defaulted 
indebtedness. This obligation in writing (which 
is not a bond) may prove very embarrassing to 
the city’s law department, in enforcing the col- 
lection thereof as against such sureties, by reason 
of the fact of there being no pecuniary cofisidera- 
tion between the city and such sureties for the 
execution of such obligation which the sureties 
might contend was voluntary or gratuitous on 
their part, and hence not binding. In addition 
to that defense, it will put the burden of proof 
upon the city and not upon the railways company, 
if resort to suit were necessary to enforce such 
obligation in writing. On the other hand, the 
$500,000 bond, to be executed and delivered to the 
city, providing for the performance of the under- 
taking set out in Section 8, such as the fixed an- 
nual compensation, etc., will be absolutely legal 
and enforcible, being a condition of the grant, and 
in addition, it has no bearing or relation whatso- 
ever with respect to serve as security to the 
city, for the $1,000,000 compromise proposed there- 
in,

The living figure representing youth, 
but suggesting fateful mystery, with 
a background suggesting mystery. and 
colossal magnificence form a atriking 
picture. 

One of Mr. Kronberg’s portraits of a 
musician at the piano is admirable in 
color and composition.

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HB latest explanation vf the cause 
of aeroplane and automobile 
accidents comes from an Engligh 
physician who contends that 

drivers of aeroplanes and racing autos 

become poisoned by “‘rebreathed”’ air. 

The physician says in World Prog- 
ress: 

“People generally suppose that these 
accidents are due to sudden heart fail- 
ure, but doctors know that in many 
Cases this is not at all a satisfactory 
explanation. The cause is carbonic 
acid gas poisoning, due to the pressure 
on the mouth set up by driving fast 
through the air and the consequent in- 


| ability Ro expel the poisoned air which 


already has been breathed. 
“Air once breathed is practically car- 
tonic acid gas. When you are passing 
rapidly through the air in @ motor car 
Or an aeroplane this suffocating car- 
bonic acid gas is pushed back into the 
lungs, and only a little can get away, 
because of the wall of air pressing into 
the mouth. So it is ‘rebreathed’ and 
the result Is carbonic acid gas poisoning, 
which produces a kind of narcotic sleep. 

“If the driver of a racing aeroplane 
could breathe through the back of his 
head he would be safe enough. For 
that reason motorists and airmen ought 
to wear a mouth guard with a U- 
semen
